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THE BAYTLE OF AUGUST 1¢t.
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Forther Detalls of the Engngement of August
Li-Interruption of Bnzaine’s idetreat.

The Londeon Stasuard's correspondeat far-
nishes the following particulars of the first hattle
near Metz—that of Sunday, August 14 —in addi-
tion to those received by cable:—

At 1 o'clock on Sunday afternoon, the Prench
army, 180,000 men strong, was encamped all aroand
Metz, Bince the day previously a battle was con-
sidered as imminent. Several attempts had been
mwade to draw the enemy out of the woods they
occupted. The Prassian army of Prince Frederick
Charles, or rather tho corps, now united, of Fleld-
Marshal Steinmetz, 160,000 men strong, had taxen

At3o'clock P. M. the 3d Corps, De Caen, the 4th
corps Ladmiranlt, and la Garde lwoperisle, Bour-
bakl, were preparing a’'so toleave thelr encamp-
ments, when suddenly the 1'russians were geen to
prepare for baitle, some of thelr reglneuls taking
position as tiralllenzs, some othera preparing ofun-
sive movements in froot of the woods of Borny,
andin the direction of Grizy and Mereey los Metz.

The French troops,
under the command of Marsigel Bataine, were
composed of S and 4th Corps and la Garde
Imperiale. They were fronting Borny, €Gr.ay, aud
Mereey les Metz, the Tmperial Guard forming the
regerve near the Fort de Qoentin, At 417 the attack
commenced, A heavy fire of arilllery was at once
heard in every direction, the soldalers of the Prassian
Landwehr heading the Prossian corps d'armee, The
mitraillenses began their deadly work on each side,
For me, confusion all aronnd—men falling in every
direction, columps whirling around us, bullets
whistlipg thelr deadly work throngh the ranks,

King Wilila’s scconnt of the First Engage«
ment Before Mete. _

The following isa full translation of King
William's despatch to the Queen of Prusgéia con-
cerning the first engagement before Metz. It
was dated Heerny, Monday, Aug. 15,730 P. M.:

“] returned from the ficld of battle at Metz ats
o'clock to-day.

“The advanced guard of the Tth Army Corps at-
tacked the retreating enemy at abont 5 o'clock yes.
terday evening. The latter made a stand, and was
reinforced gradually by troops from the fortresses,
The 1ath Division and a part of the 14th supported
the advanced guard, a8 algo part of the 1st Army
corps. A very bloody tight ensued along the whole
line, and the cnemy was thrown back at all points,
The pursult was continued up to the glacis of the
outworks. The nearness of the fortress allowed the
enemy in many lngtances to seciure his wooanded.
After our wounded had been secured the troops
marched to thelr old bivouacs at dawn. The troops
have all fought with Ineredible and admirable ener.
gy,sand alzo with enthusiasm.

VERDUN, Aug, 17490 P.M.—A telogram received
from Briey reports incessant fighting in the direc-
rion of Mars-la-Tour, adding that it appears to be a
formidable battle, and that large nombers of
wounded French and Prusslans are being conveyed
to Briey. On the other hand, it 18 announced that a
hody of about 1200 men of the Prussian arsillery ana
cavalry 18 encamped upon the platean bhetween Briey
and St Jean, and s sending out scouts, who have
entered Briey, Travellers whose accounts deserve
heddef, coming from Mars-la-Tour, state that a seri-
ous enconnter took place between the French troopy
and a large number of the corps d'armee, resulting
in the repulse of the latter upon the Moselle, under
the vigorous attack of the cavalry of the Guaards,
It 18 rumored that Generals Batallle and T'roissard
have been wounded,

The French Oillclnl Account.

VERDUN, Ang. 17—3:05 P. M.—The Mnuarshal,
Commander-in-Uhief, sends the following des-
pateh to the Minister of the Interior: —

HBADGUARTERS, Aug, 16, —This morning about ¢
o'clock the corps d'armee commanded by Prince
Frederick Charles directed a vigorous attack on the
rlgltvir: of our positions,

¢ division of cavalry (Forlo’s) and the 24 Army
Corps, commanded by General Frossard, well sus-
tained the attack, The corps echeloned to the right
and left of Rezonville came up snccessively to take
part in the action, which lasted until night fell. The
enemy deployed copsiderable forces, and several
times returned to the attack, but was vigorously
repulsed, We have everywhere retailned our posi-
tion and infilcted conslderable loss on the snemy,
Our losses are also serions.

In the hottest of the fight a regiment of
Uhlans charged the staff of the Marshal, and twenty
men of the escort were placed Aors de combat, The
captain who commanded them was killed, Ar 8
o'clock in the eyvening the éenemy was repulsed along
the whole line. The number of troops eugaged is
estimated at 120,000,

The German OMelnl Account.
The following is the official Gemman report:—

POIT-A-MOUESON, Angust 17710 P, M.
Yesterday Lientenant General Alversieben ad-
vanced with the 8d Army Corps westward of Mets,
on the road to the enemy's retreat towards Verdun.
A bloody fight took place between the divisions of
Generals De Caen, Ladmiranit, Frossard, Canrobart,
and the Imperial Guard and the 10th Corps saooes-
sively, supported by portions of the sth and 9th
Corps, ander command of Prince Frederick Charles.
Notwithstanding the great nﬂmrlurity of the enemy
they were driven back to Metz, after a hot fight
lasuing twelve hours. The loss of lnfautry, cavalry
and artillery on both sides Is yvery considerable; on
our side Generals von Doering and Van Wedel have
been killed, and Generals von Rayet and Von Greuter
wounded.

“The proposition that has been made for our
future meeting is so simple and so sloncere in in-
tentlon that it cannot create division among us,
Permanence does not mean silting for four, five,
or six hours consecutively; that would neither
be useful nor adyizsable; bul that we should be

resent and should hold daily a patriotic meet-
pg for the interchange of ideas, and to receive
communications from the Government, All of us
are continually receiving from all parts of
France Instrucitive letters and propositions,
some of which are very uselul, as that

which has been maode for the provision-
ing of Parls, It is of great importance,
and I bhave already ecalled the atten-

tion of the Government toit., After visiting the
real works around Parls, I am couvinced that
*uris can offer an uncongaerable resistance to
the eucmf. I am eonvinced thal before those
lofiy walls the now powerful and novel fortune
will be urrested. When they were constructed
it was not anticipated that France would be out-
raged, and it is not an outrage to France to say
that if fortune should again betray us there will
be at one point an invinclble obstacle which will
arrest the enemy. I am persuaded that It will
be g0, if we will; and that we all in our hearts
rige to the level ot the great events amidst
which we live. With respect to the propo-
sition which has been made it s deserving
of adoption, Itis lmimnnut to malke a desert
around the enemy If he should, advance,
and to provide abundance for ourselves.
At the first dunger which threatened
the capital entire France would rush forth to de-
fend it, But we must insure that all those who
have a heart and a gun shall be certain to find
moans of subsistence in Paris. The means of
doing so are simple. In 1514 and 1815 all the
inhabitants of the coantry round retired into
Parig, bringing with them their provisions and
their eattle, of which they thus deprived the
enemlf. They will agaln do 8o now, still more
readlly if they have the assurance of obtalning
remunerative prices, and at the same time
they will aid In the defense. I therefore beg
the Ministers not to consider this proposi-
tion as one which may give rise (o dissen-
sion. 1 beg them to accept it; for there can
be no more usefnl or proper precaution
adopted. And if extensive merchaunts should
offer their services as intermediaries, 1 beg
they may be accepted, for thers can be no more
useful or prudent precantion.” 'The Minister of
Commerce replied:—*One word with respect
to the question of provisioning Paris, which M.

Count de Pallkne on Trocha’s Appelntment to

The grand crash of arms on the Mense has
come at last, and we can gather from the reports
thus far received the fact that MacMahon's
prime object of effecting n junction with Bazaine
has been effectually defeated.

The Mense flows in a nortuwest direction past
fivry, Dun, Stenay, Mouzon, and Sedan, aud
then passes between Mezieres and Charleville,
whence it tends to the north and disappears in
neutral territory. The Belgian frontler runs
parallel with a line drawn from Montmedy
through Carignan to Sedan, just beyond which it
takes a turn to the north, forming the castern
boundary of a projecting tongue of French soil.

From Monimedy to Sedan the boundary line
is distant only about five mile: from the line
drawn between these two points. The ‘Alsne,
in its upward course, flows past Rethel tothe
east for about ten miles, where it turns to the
south, passing Vouzieres, beyond which its gene-
ral course is southeast,

Monzon is on the right or east bank of the
Meuse, 9 miles southeast of Sedau and 8 miles
northwest of Montmedy, which last-named
place, it will be remembered, is 25 miles due
north of Verdun. Mounzon is about 30 miles
west northwest of Verdun, and is within 10
miles of the Belgian frontier, and about 4 miles
from the railroad running in a gouthenst direc-
tlon from Mezieres to Montmedy and Thionville.

Rethe! iz 25 miles
sonthwest of Mezleres and 34 miles northwest
of Rheims, being situated directly on a line
between these two cities, which are connected
by railroad. From Rethel to Verdun the dis-
tance i8 about 50 miles, Vouzleres being directly
on the line between the two places at a Jistance
of 15 miles from the first named, 25 miles south-
west of Ste. Menchould. and 40 miles directly
gsouth of Rethel is Chalons,

The other towns named ie the above outline,
which are accurately located, will probably
figure in the reports of vhe greal batile which
are yet to come.

SAARBRUCK.

The Herolc Darlag of the Women-What
General von Goeben Thought of Them.

scription given above:—*'During the last hall hour
or so, the neh, probably imagining that a certaln
E-nrt of the ground was occupied by our resarves,

ept up a farjous grape fire upon it, the shot con-
stantly whistiing in the air, and of course hitting no
one,” A third ohservation (8 as follows:—"Phe
nolse, gentlemen, which the present rapld way of
firing, together with the witrallleuses, creates ls
something deafening, and I certalnly never in 1846
heard anything lke it.”
